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Auditor hits 
water fund 
$ transfer 


* The auditor’s report of Boyne City’s 
finances revealed budgeting to be on a 
good basis except for one thing. 
Auditor Eric Peterson of Hill, Wood- 
cock and Distel told city commis- 
sioners Tuesday that the water/waste- 
water fund losses cannot be covered by 
borrowing from other funds, even 
though the results balance the books. 
- The city manager and the commis- 
stoners were aware of this require- 
ment in the bonding that was voted in 
1954 to pay for the waterworks. That is 
the reason for the new meters and the 


much-increased water rates—to make 


the department pay for itself as stipul- 
ated in the bonding ordinance. 

In the years prior to this step, the city 
simply ignored the requirement and 
‘‘borrowed’’ from the general fund to 
make up the difference. 

The borrowing was never repaid 
because there were never any excess 
funds from the water revenues. 

But in spite of the recent efforts to 
make the department self-supporting, 
as legally it should be, not only by 
raising the rates, but also by begin- 
ning to replace the decaying old water 
mains, a deficit of $67,000 was incurred 
this past year. Peterson pointed out that 
$37,000 of this was caused by de- 
preciation, 

City manager Tim Clifton noted also 
that one other fund was not meeting its 
expenses—the street fund. 

For this meeting, however, the 
commissioners concentrated on the 
water fund problem. 

In addition to the 1954 bond, which is 
repaid through taxes, a 1973 revenue 
bond is to be paid off by revenues from 
the water/wastewater service. 

‘‘We are making a gain (in self- 
sufficiency),’’ commissioner Thelma 
Behling commented, ‘‘but not at the 
rate needed. We're losing in water 
loss.”’ 

Clifton said, ‘‘We'’ve decreased it 
substantially, but there’s still 50 per- 
cent loss.’’ He was referring to water 
leaking out of the old mains. 

Commissioner Steve Moody noted it 


would take an unprecedented amount of ' 


money to do all the renovating of mains 
necessary. The commissioners agreed 
they would simply have to go at the 
worst spots as they could budget the 
work. 

Meantime, Peterson said, ‘‘the state 
is going to come back to Mr. Clif- 
ton and Mr. Garlock (clerk Tom Gar- 
lock) with questions: Wast are your 
plans?’ *’ 

Moody said, ‘‘This isn’t something 
that just occurred overnight. But it has 
improved.’’ 

‘But it’s not going to get well by 
itself,’’ amended commissioner Marty 
Paul. 

Moody agreed. He said at the rate 
they. were going it would take 2 
minimum of 10 years to correct the 
situation. 

Fhe commissioners agreed on the 
necessity of some form of prompt 
refinancing, a measure they will take 
up. : 
‘As for the water fund’s debt to the 
general fund, accumulated technically 
- over the years, Peterson said, ‘‘It must

O'Sullivan shooting death probed 


The shooting death of Joseph O’Sul- 
livan, a retired lieutenant-coionel in the 
United States Navy, is under inves- 
tigation by. the Charlevoix County 
Sheriff’s Office. 

O’Sullivan was found dead of a bullet 
wound in his car in the driveway of his 
home in Ironton July 12. 

O’Sullivan was very active as a citizén 
in challenging evacuation plans for the 
area in case of a nuclear accident 
originating at the Big Rock Point power

In his Navy career he had been 
assigned to positions in the Pentagon 
and at Los Alamos, New Mexico, that 
dealt with challenges to: weapon struc- 
tures and uses. .

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The planned changes along North 
Lake Street in Boyne City have not met 
with unanimous approval. 

The owners and operators of the 
stores in the plaza containing the 
Country Star supermarket and Butler 
Drugs have complained to city offi- 
cials that they are not happy with the 
proposal. 

The city, as part of its 1982 capital 
improvement program, intends to build 


-a separator between the street and the 


parking lot which would allow entrance 
at only two spots on Lake Street and at 
the present Vogel Street entrance. 

Presently, even though there is a 
low-level asphalt ‘‘bump’’ dividing 
much of Lake Street from the lot, 
drivers enter wherever they please 
along the front of the building. 

Store representatives expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the plan at a Chamber 
of Commerce meeting last week. Kate 
Schafer, executive director of the cham- 
ber and chairman of the city plan- 
ning commission, said their main 
objections involved the number of 
entrances, the placement of entrances 
and potential problems with snow 
remoyal. 


City clerk Tom Garlock said discus- 


sion of theiz objections is expected at 
the noon meeting of the city com- 
mission on Tuesday, July 27. 

The Lake Street improvements are 
intended to eliminate potential traffic

Garlock said the standard poles along 
the first block will be taken down. They 
were left in place after the first block 
was redone until city officials could 
determine if the decorative poles pro- 
vided enough light when trees were in 
full bloom. 


Top O’ Michigan users 
to vote on utility merger 


Top O’Michigan Rural Electric Co. 
customers will have an opportunity to 
participate in the advisory vote on 
whether Northern Michigan Electric 
Cooperative Inc. should merge with 
Wolverine Electric Cooperative. 

The vote will be held during the Top 
O’Michigan annual meeting at 8 p.m. 
Monday, August 16. 

It is the intent of Northern Mich- 
igan and Wolverine to merge into what 
would become known as the Wol- 
verine Power Cooperative Inc. The main 
headquarters of the new company 
would be at the present Boyne City site 
of Nothern Michigan. 

Northern Michigan supplies power to 
Top O’Michigan, which sells it to its 
individual members. 

The main reasons for the merger, 
according to company statements, are 
cost savings from reduced adminis- 
tration, from more efficient use of 
generation capacity and from reduced 
capacity needs by having a single lower 


The merger is not expected to bring 
about lower utility rates, a statement 


from Top O’ Michigan says, but ‘‘should: 


enable the Cooperative to slow, the rate 
of increase in the cost of energy sold to 
its member-customers in the future.’’ 

The two merging entities hope to 
complete the transaction by the end of 
the year. They must first obtain 
approval from the state Public Service 
Commission, the federal Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission, the Rural Electri- 
fication Administration and the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

The two cooperatives were formed in 
1948 as non-profit corporations to 
generate and transmit power. 

Northern Michigan supplies electric 
power to over 74,000 member-custo- 
mers and Wolverine, which is based in 
Big Rapids, serves 55,000 member- 
customers. The consolidated assets of 
Northern Michigan are $265 million, 
while Wolverine’s are $211 million. 

' Merger talks and studies have been 
going on since at least 1979.

“One spring day I decided 
to take e picture of a purple 
flower 1 saw—for spring,” 
Rufus Teesdale said. So many 
people, looking at the picture, 
asked him what flower it was, 
he finally looked it up. 
The rest is just what any 
‘flower buff would guess—he 
got hooked on wildflowers. 
Teesdale’s wife Joyce said. 
‘He only goes into botanical 


books now, with no pictures in- 


them.” 
_ Joyce Teesdale shares her 
husband’s pleasure in flow- 
ers. Their summer place on 
Horton Bay, left to grow 
naturally, is a beautiful ex- 
ample of what a superb 
landscape architect nature 
can be. 
“White pines and ninebark 
t and dogwood shrubs shelter 
! the wild orchids which ate the 
Teesdales’ favorites.: Tees- 
dale will stop suddenly while

name is a few pointed green 
leaves on a stalk about six 
inches long. 

You wonder how many rare 
plants you have stepped on 
that looked as inconsequen- 
tial as that. 

New roads and new dev- 
elopments wipe out unusual 
plants, Teesdale said, musing 


-over some he tried to rescue. 


But after he dug up and 
replanted them elsewhere, he 
said, new developments came 
along there, too. . 

“Run a road through, and 
that’s it,”’ he said sadly. ‘‘It’s 
more destructive than wild- 
fire. People haven’t the faint- 
est. idea. of what they’re 
doing.”’ . 

On his weekly walk to the. 
Horton Bay Store—about a 
mile through. the woods, 
fields, and a little swamp— 


Teesdale makes it-his goal to 
identify 50 different flowers ~ered, no one would ever guess _ 


each time. They have to be in 
bloom, 

This time of the year it is 
easy., Besides daisies, right 
now, he said, fireweed is very 
good. 

Fireweed? 

Yes. It’s called that be- 
cause it is known to grow 
where the land has been 
swept by forest fire. It is a 
tall, stately plant with a rosy 
pink ‘‘spike’’ of flowers, 

And there’s white yarrow 
along the road, and in the 
swamp the last of the grass 
pinks. 

Grass pinks are far more 
exotic than their name sug- 
gests. Teesdale-point one out. 
The wild orchid blossom is 
about an inch and a half in 
size. The spray of blooms 
would ‘make 2 beautiful cor- 
sage except that to pick is to 
destroy. ae 


Once the flower has with- 


that those two blades of grass 
are unique. 

Teesdale is famous for his 
nature walks, given on holi- 
days. With his light, quick 
step, he can march you along 
a path to the exact spot where 
the one-sided pyrola will 
bloom, or where a completely 
albino pink lady slipper 
dwells. He has identified 375 
different species in the area— 
and photographed about 330. 


‘‘And our daughter Mary is 
following in his footsteps,” 
smiles Joyce. Mary is taking 
botany classes and gives lec- 
tures and flower walks her- 
self, the Teesdales said. 


Teesdale’s real life role is 
that of engineer, but book by 
book, he has taught himself 
the world of flowers. 

He “recommends ‘“Michi- 
gan Wildflowers,”’ by Helen 
V. Smith. ‘‘Wildflowers and 
Weeds’’ is another good.gen- 
eral purpose book, he said. It 
is by Courtenay and Zimmer-

Interest in wildflowers has 
grown so that seed catalogs 
now have several pages 
devoted to them. But Joyce 
Teesdale said she’s found it 
hard to grow wildflowers from 
seed.

And you have to be care- 
ful about digging up and- 
moving plants, she added.

During the summer seascn, 
many individuals travel to for- 
eigh countries. 

District Health Department 
No. 3 along with the ‘“‘Har- 
vatd Medical School Health 
Letter’’ would like to pass on 
the following basic informa- 
tion of medical concern. 

The immunizations needed 
by a given individual will 
depend on three factors: the 
destination(s), official govern- 
ment requirements, and per- 
sonal immunization history. 
Among the immunizations to 
be considered are cholera, 
plague, typhoid, and yellow 
fever — as well as measies, 
polio, tetanus, and diphtheria 
if a history of such immuni- 
zations is not certain. 

Since some immunizations 
must be given over a period of 
months and since some can- 
not be given in combination, 
planning for immunizations 
should begin many months 
before actual travel. 

Recommendations should 
be obtained from your physi- 
can or the Charlevoix Office of 
District Health Department 
No, 3, at 547-6523. 


Immune globulin is a spe- 
cial serum preparation that 
should be considered before 
travel to areas where hepatitis 
is likely because of poor 
hygiene. 

Malaria can be a very 
serious disease. Therefore, if 
there is any significant risk of 
contracting malaria, preven- 
tion should be strongly urged. 

Typical prevention involves 
taking a weekly pill beginning 
one week before travel and 
continuing throughout the 


stay and for six weeks after 
returning. The amount and 
type of medication will vary 
depending on the type of 
malaria prevalent in the re- 
gion. 

Traveler's diarrhea, while 
seldon life-threatening, can 
certainly interfere with travel 
plans and enjoyment. There- 
fore, there is great interest in 
anything that might decrease 
the odds of developing travel- 
er’s diarrhea. 
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In recent years, two medi- 
cinal methods have been sug- 


gested — broad spectrum 
antibiotics or the bismuth 
subsalicylate found in liquid 
Pepto-Bismol. 

Many physicians feel that 
the potential for side effects 
from antibiotics — or the 
burden of carrying Pepto-Bis- 
mol bottles in the suitcase — 
make these preventions jess 
desirable than common sense

we ever have asked is that 
people who use our river 
lands respect the property 
and not camp in areas that are 
marked ‘no camping or tres- 
passing’.”’ 

The Jackson-based utility 
accumulated 100,000 acres in 
the early 1900s along some of 
the most beautiful rivers in 
Michigan’s lower peninsula, 
including the Au Sable, Mus- 
kegon and Manistee rivers. 

The land was purchased by 
Consumers Power for hydro- 
electric development. Over 
the years the company has 
planted more than 25 million 
trees to protect the watershed 
on land that had been harves- 
ted of the native white pines 
by timber companies. 

‘That property has become 
some of Michigan’s prime 
wilderness and outdoor rec- 
reation areas,’’ Dahiquist 
said. ‘‘Recently, thousands of 
acres have been sold to public 
agencies to develop camping 
sites and other recreation 
facilities. Still other acreage 
not sold has public parks and 
campsites on sites leased 
from Consumers Power Com- 
pany.” 

More than 25,000 acres 
along the Au Sable and 
Manistee rivers were sold to 
the U.S. Forest Service in 
1980 and 1981. In addition, 
the Michigan Department of 


- Natural Resources has leased 


of purchased additional acre- 
age. 

Dahlquist says the com- 
pany finds unauthorized cam- 
ping on Consumers Power 
property. The problem is the 
trash or unattended fires that 
campers leave behind. 

“The trash left behind is 
scattered by animals and the 
winds, and draws dumping by 
other people camping illega!- 


- ly. The fires cause dangerous 


hazards to the forest.” 

- Dahlquist cites other prob- 
lems caused by some hunters 
leaving 
them wounded. Four-wheel 
drive vehicles, dune buggies, 


dirt bikes and motorcycles 
_ Cause serious soil erosion. — 
Other people have illegally | 
cut and removed trees. and ~

er property. Still others leave 


fires unattended in wooded 


areas. 


‘‘When we put restrictions 
on use of our land, we do it for 
good reason. 


“The problems we see on 
our river lands are the excep- 
tion, not the rule,’’ Dahlquist 
said. ‘‘Most people truly res- 
pect nature and wildlife. Con- 
sumers Power only is asking 
for that type of cooperation.”’ 


The company suggests that 
persons ‘interested in finding 
recreation facilities along its 
Au Sable, Manistee and Mus- 
kegon river lands contact the 
Michigan Department of Nat- 
ural Resources or the U-S. 
Forest Service for information 
and maps. i

avoidance of any food or 
liquid that might be contam- 
inated. 

After attending to these 
pre-vacation details, it would 
also be wise to assemble a 
“traveling medicine  cabi- 
net.’’ It need not be exten- 
sive, but should include 
enough items to manage the 
usual problems that can arise 
while away from home. Ob- 
viously, it should hold a 
supply of needed prescription 
medicines (insulin, heart 
drugs, etc.) along with extra 
‘prescriptions in case they 
must be refilled. 
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As a matter of practicality, 
an extra pair of glasses or 
contact lenses will spare a 
traveler from wasting vaca- 
tion time having them re- 
placed. Regular first aid items 
are also useful, such as ad- 
hesive bandages, gauze pads, 
adhesive tape, safety pins, 
scissors, tweezers, insect re- 
pellent, and a clinical ther- 
mometer. If you are headed 
for a warm, sunny spot, 
remember to take lip’, balm 
and sunscreen. It’s also a 
zood idea to take along an 
American Red Cross first aid 
guide.

The purchaser is required 
to present a boat registration, 
bill ofsale or airplane pilot 
license to the retailer in order 


. Traveling between home 
and boating use, or purchase 
and home, etc., the device 
has to be unloaded, enclosed 
in a case and carried in a 
trunk of the vehicle. If the 
vehicle does not have a trunk, 
it should be transported in an 
area not readily accessible to 
the occupants of the vehicle. 

Violation of the new laws 
also carries penalties. Anyone 
selling, purchasing or posses-
